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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the school board and citizens of Sumner: 


I herewith submit my second annual report of the schools 
of your town for the municipal school year ending Feb. 8, 1924. 


As usual we have maintained six schools this current year. 
Although we have had to make some changes in the personnel 
of our teaching staff from that of last year yet with one excep- 
tion all our teachers are residents of the town. I wish to call at- 
tention to this unusual state of school affa‘rs. As far as my per- 
tion to this unusual state of school affairs. As far as my per- 
sonal knowledge goes in no other town of Maine are the teach- 
ers, year by year, so largely drawn from the list of permanent 
residents. The advantages of this situation are many: The 
town, at all times, is assured of an ample supply of teachers. 
The teachers are personally acquainted with the children and 
ther parents. They thoroughly understand local conditions 
w'thout a knowledge of which the efforts of the best teacher 
may end in failure. They have a larger sense of personal 
responsib:lity and they work harder to gain the approval of 
those who are their neighbors and intimate friends. I consider 
the town fortunate in having so many good teachers pers 
nently within its reach. 

Four of our teachers have had a long and successful teach- 
ing exper:ence and two are doing their first work. All are 
working hard to achieve results and they are meeting with a 
commendable amount of success. 


In three of our schools there are eight grades and the 
teachers have but little time to g ve ind'vidual instruction out- 
side their daily recitation work. Such teachers are overworked 
and they cannot g ve the amount of supervis-on to the stud es 
cf the'r pupils that they really need. The work accomplished 
's rot what it would be with the same children and the same 
teachers in a school of fewer grades. Under present cond:tions 
there ‘s ro way to remove th’'s difficulty, without a large ex- 
;end'ture of money that the town can not afford. 
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This year the board of education began the work of making 
substantial repairs.on the school buildings. At East Sumner 
the toilets were changed to meet the requirements of the 
state and a new floor was laid. Other repairs of a minor 
nature were made.’ This building is now in excellent condition. 
The school room is attractive, comfortable and commodious. 
At the Morrill school building the toilets were changed but 
that building needs a thorough, general repairing. Paint and 
paper would add much to its attractiveness and I hope that 
this can be done next year. The completion of the repairs at 
this building and a remodeling of the building at West Sumner 
ought to be attempted next year. It was the purpose of the 
board of education this year to rebuild the foundation of the 
Sumner Hill building and do some other repairs there; but 
this work comes at a season of the year when there is so much 
other work to be done that it is almost impossible to secure help 
of any kind, and as a result work that is essential and even 
imperative has to be postponed, to some uncertain date.

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At the Morrill school the four Curtis children were present 
lecs than four weeks when that family moved to some other 
locality. They attended long enough to compel their regis- 
tration in that school. Such cases of partial term attendance 
cuts down the average attendance of even a large school more 
than one would think. Outside this one family the attendance 
at the Morrill school for the fall term has been very good. A 
comparison of this year’s attendance table with that of last 
year will show that the attendance law has been enforced more 
strickly this year. It is the purpose of the board of education 
that every child who is able shall attend school. Nothing but 
a perfectly valid reason can keep a child from attending school. 
No town in this community of its size expends more money for 
the support of its schools than this town. It expends more 
money for conveying pupils than all the other three towns of 
th's union. There is absolutely no excuse save sickness or per- — 
manent disability that should keep a child in th’s town from 
school. 

The town of Sumner has eighteen students attendirg ap- 
proved secondary schools in various towns: seven at Buckfield 
High, two at Canton High, two at Mechanic Falls High, three 
at Edward Little High, two at West Paris High, and two at 
Pine Tree Academy, Auburn, Me. This is a remarkably good 
showing for a town where no local high school is maintained. 
It requires considerable ambition and push of a young student 
of high school entering age to leave parents and home and to 
attend school in a strange town. It requires considerable effort 
and sacr:fice on the part of every boy and girl who attends 
school under such circumstances and this is the kind of edu- 
cation that counts. It is not surprising to find that these 
students rank high in their studies for they are good workers 
and they appreciate the efforts that are being make to promote 
their educational welfare. 

The financial statement with which this report closes 
shows an overdraft of $160.37 in Common Schools Account 
this year. We have tried to economize in some departments. 
this year but school affairs are the most difficult of town busi- 
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ness to econom’ze in. If a piece of road needs fixing you can 
patch -t up with very little expense and pass it over till another 
year. But in school business this cannot be done. Every 
September the doors of our school build ngs must swing wide 
open to receive groups of school ch Idren flocking from every 
nook and corner of the town. There is no half way business 
here, no patching can be done. The school must function with 
every resource at our command. It is a poor policy to practice 
economy in the education of our children, but even here | 
think money can be wasted. 

We are faced with a peculiar situation in the matter of 
conveying children to and from school. Last year practically 
one-third of all the money at our d'sposal for the support of 
Common Shools was expended for transportation of pupils. 
While th’s year the showing is not quite so bad the difference 
is not so great as to warrant any considerable feeling of relief. 
If citizens could realize that no small measure of responsibili- 
ty rests upon them in getting their children to school th’s now 
perplex'ng situation would be solved.

25 of the Laws 
of 1916.)
